Depreciation Biggest 
Cost in Operation of 
New Automobile

LEVELAND, 
Market values of second- 
hand automobiles are now be- 


coming relatively well stand- 


ardized, Col. Leonard P. 
Ayres, vice-president of the 
Cleveland Trust Company and 
nationally known economist, ' 
declares in the trust 
pany’s Business Bulletin, out 
today. 

“When an automobile is new, the 
largest cost in operating is that of 
depreciation,” says Col. Ayres, 
pairs are few and inexpensive. | 
When the car is three or four years 
old, 
comes a minor one in its contribu- 
tion to the cost of operation, but 
repairs are frequent and expensive. 

“The market values of second- 
hand cars are now becoming rela- 
tively well standardized. They 
are closely estimated each month 
from the records of actual sales 


of large numbers ot cars of va- 
rious makes. These records show 
the importance of depreciation as 
an item in the cost of automobile 
operation. 

“Figures show that if the price of 
each car when new is taken as an 
equal of 103 per cent., the one show- 
ing the least depreciation after one 
year of use had then a market 
value of 63 per cent. of its original 
price, the average car having 4a 
value after one year of use.of only 
52 per cent. and the car showing the 
most rapid depreciation among

But it also revealed the fact that the gasoline 
that exploded, while it came from the faucet attached to the 
demonstration tank, had its origin in an underground reser- 
voir of gasoline that had been made in the usual manner. At 
that point the hopes of the Portuguese sailor and those of the 
prospective investors ascended jointly into the air.

IN KANSAS CITY 


Dealers Report Sales 
Generally Ahead 
Of Year Ago 


By H. H. JAMES 

Kansas City, April 26.—Motor 
sales in Kansas City last month 
have for the most part been above 
those of a year ago, but excessive 
rains for the first three weeks of 
April cut the expected business to 
some extent. 

Hal Brace of the Hudson-Brace 
Motor Company, Hudson-Essex dis- 
tributor, says business now 
best in the company’s history. Or- 
ders are being booked on which 
cars cannot be obtained for delivery 
until late in May. 

James Young of the Consolidat- 
ed Motors, a Hudson-Essex dealer, 
says sales are 50 per cent. better 
than a year ago. On April 15 the 
company had but one used car on 
hand—and this on a business for 
the twelve months previous of $1,- 
500,000. Mr. Young says the new 
Essex four-door sedan is the best 
seller now in the whole Hudson and 
Essex line. 

Guy M. Pabst, sales manager of 
the Willys-Overland branch here, 
says March was the biggest in the 
history of the Kansas City branch. 

E. F. Williams, president of the 
Franklin-Williams Moetor Com- 
pany, Franklin distributor here, 
says March business was 200 per 
cent. better than March, 1926, 
with April sales moving in fine 
shape. Kansas City was one of 
the first cities to try out the new 
Franklin sales plan. Mr. Williams 
is the oldest dealer in Kansas City 
in point of years in handling one 
exclusive line of cars. He began 
selling Franklins in 1912, and has 
sold them exclusively ever since. 

J. Neal Robinson manager 
of Marmon Motors, Inc., reports 
business exceptionally good. The 
company is less than three months 
old, but in the last sixty days sold 
thirty-nine of the new Little Mar- 
mons, with 40 per cent. of these 
clear sales—mostly to persons own- 
ing a big Marmon and wanting a 
second car. The sales here.are being 
slowed down, Mr. Robinson said, be- 
cause the company is unable to get 
enough cars I demand 

H. E. Hartzler, sales manager of 
the R. P. Rice Motor Company 
Chrysler distributor, says March 
sales were 50 per cent. better than 
February, and April keeping up 
with March. Used cars are moving 
fine now, he says 

H. R. Bishop, manager of the 
Greenlease Motor Company, Cad- 
iilac-La Salle distributor, says 
March was better than March of 
last year—and that sales now are 
best in several years. April is 
better so far than March or April, 

1926. Mr. Bishop states the new 
La Salle is selling here far above 
expectations. Used car sales are 
50 per cent. better now than for 
the first three months of the 
year. The Greenlease company 
has increased its dealer organiza- 
tion in the Kansas City territory 
30 per cent., due to the addition 
of the La Salle. 

M. H. Nelson, sales manager of 
the W. C. Howard Motor Company, 
Hupmobile distributor, reports 
March sales about on a par with 
March last year, but April so far is 
nuch ahead of a year ago.

Tire Exports to 
Sweden Decline 


Special from A. D, N, Washington Bureau 
Washington, April 26.—Exports 
of American automobile casings to 
Sweden last year declined to 40,- 
822, valued at $805,874, as com- 
pared with 55,671, valued at $960,- 
000 in 1925, the rubber division of 
the Department of Commerce an- 
nounced today. 

This decline was due partly to 
the consumer expectation that prices 
would drop, which did not material- 
ize until the active selling season 
had ended, it was explained. 

A more severe decline occured in 
exports of inner tubes. ‘These fell 
from 42,753, valued at $96,076 in 
1925 to 27,224, valued at $82,834 in 
1926. Two Swedish manufacturers 
probably accounted for about 7,000 
tires used in 1926. 

The report states that establish- 
ment of repair shops throughout 
Sweden on a larger scale than ever 


cutting costs considerably and con- 
sequently reducing replacement 
sales. 

In Sweden only 1% tires per car 
per year are estimated to be con- 
submed at present. This low con-

Governor May Save 
Motorists of State 
$4, 000, ,000 Levy 


L EVELAND, April 26.— 

Gov. Donahey is expected 
to save Ohio motorists $4,000,- 
000 in possible 1927 increased 
motor taxes by vetoes of new 
| tax bills passed by the Gen- 
;eral Assembly which has just 
| recessed. 

The expiring Legislature attempted 
to saddle a 1l-cent increase in the 
gascline tax upon Ohio motorists, 
bringing the total levy to 3 cents 


and adding $7,000,000 to the gas tax 
bills. 








At the same time the Legislature 
clipped 50 per cent. from 1927 mo- 
tor vehicle tag fees, saving the mo- 
| torists $3,000,000. 

The net draft on the motorists’ 
bankrolls would be $4,000,000 un- 
less Gov. Donahey vetoes the 
bills, a step he is expected to take. 
The Legislature refused to enact 

a. simplified drivers’ license bill, 
aimed at barring irresponsible and 
reckless drivers from the road. A
